Orient, w here two freight trains 
bad met head-on, killing the en­ 
gineer and fireman of one e n ­ 
gine and injuring other members 
of the train crew*. 
I vividly recall the wreck be­ 
cause one of the freights was 
loaded 
w ith 
livestock, 
chiefly 
cattle, and about 60 head of the 
cattle had boon killed or m an­ 
gled so that it was necessary to 
Kill them. 
Moaning cattle, with legs or 
backs broken, huge holes torn 
in their bodies, and struggling in 
the bitter cold, were lying about 
on all sides, and the snow was 
covered with 
blood 
from 
the 
maimed animals. 
I saw the fireman, crushed to 
death between tin* engine and 
tender, w ith his head and shoul­ 
ders protruding above the coal 
that nearly covered him, I helped 
lift the moaning engineer into 
the baggage car 
of 
the 
relief 
train. (He died 
a 
few 
hours 
later.) 
But w hat impressed mo more 
than the death cif the two men 
was the suffering of the dumb, 
helpless cattle, lying in the snow, 
Slowly bleeding and freezing to 
death. 
However, that is just one of 
the innum erable incidents that 
tome to a newspaper man, and 
it all goes with the day’s work.

However since James F. Byrnes, 
director of w ar mobilization, has 
promised a substantial cut in the 
cost of living, other officials let 
it be known a new subsidy plan 
was about to be unveiled.

PRESIDENTIAL RAGE 
CONSIDERED IN OHIO 


LONDON, Aug. 20.—i/P»— King 
Vittorio Emanuele told Sicilians 
in a proclamation broadcast by 
the Rome radio today that the 
present isolation of Sicily from 
the rest of Italy “will not last 
for long," and he made no m en­ 
tion of continued prosecution of 
the war. 
The broadcast

ligerent proclamation 
was 
r e ­ 
corded by the Associated Press. 
The king opened his message 
by recalling that Prem ier Pietro 
Badoglio 
and 
form er 
prem ier 
Vittorio Emanuele Orlando pre­ 
viously had addressed the Italian 
people. 
“I have lived w ith you this 
terrible moment,” he continued. 
“I have heard your voice. I have 
understood your sufferings. 
“Italians of Sicily, your king is 
near you. 
“I have faith in a better future. 
I know that you are faithful to 
me and to my reigning house. We 
are now cut off o n e from the oth­ 
er, but this will not last for long. 


The future will bring a reward 
for your sufferings.” 
Earlier, the Rome radio had 
accused tin* Allies of indiscrimi­ 
nately bombing Italian towns and 
said no official reply had been 
•received by the Badoglio gov­ 
ern m ents recent acion in declar­ 
ing Rome an open city.

Abandonment of Berlin 


By Nazis Government Shows 


How Allied Attack Feared 


One of 
the 
most 
interesting 
pieces ‘ of news to come out of 
Germany since the war began— 
and it's one of the most important, 
if true—us the report 
that 
the 
Whole Nazi government has aban­ 
doned Berlin. 
While this is unconfirmed, it 
does come on the i u d s of the? 
evacuation of a million residents) 
of the threatened capital. Maybe' 
Hitler’s infallible 
intuition 
has 
enabled him to read the Allied 
program 'w hich has been set forth 
at Quebec by British Minister of' 
Information 
Brenden 
Bracken 
thus pointedly: 
“These plans are to bomb and 
burn and ruthlessly destroy, in 
every way available to us, the 
people responsible 
for creating 
this war.” 
One could wish, by the way, I 
th a t 
th e Fuehrer 
might 
have 
heard Bracken deliver that edict. 
I wasn't present, but I know the 
minister as one of England's most j 
colorful personalities. 
He’s a big 
chap who pours out conviction in 
a torrent of forceful words, while 
his victim is held fascinated by I 
the brilliant red hair which flares 
up from Bracken’s head like the 
flames from a blast furnace. Yes, 
it s a pity Hitler wasn’t there. 
For any normal government— I 
which, of course the Nazi regime 
is not—desertion of the national 
capital is like 
abandonment 
of J 
ship at sea. 
It’s an act that de- I 
notes desperation. 
Thus the head of a government 
and his chief ministt is cling to 
their capital 
as 
a sea 
captain 
sticks to 
his 
bridge. 
They’re 
among the last to leave. 
When 
they do go, it means they have 
small hope that the first city of; 
the nation will survive. 
During the height of the terrible 
aerial blitz which London endur­ 
ed in 1940-41, when the British 
ship of state was wallowing in 
mountainous 
seas, 
the 
square- 
jawed Churchill and his cabinet I 
stuck to the bridge. 
True, some 
archives and subordinate 
offices 
were moved out of London, but 
for tin- Prime Minister and his 
government to flee the capital 
would have been regarded-ss an 
admission of defeat, both at home 
and abroad. 
Back in 1941 when Hitler s vic­ 
torious armies were surging t i~ 
wards Moscow’, the Soviet authori­ 
ties^ moved the diplomatic corps 
to Kuibyshev. But Stalin and the 
other nu mbers of the Red govern-1 
ment coolly carried on at the old 
stand, as an inspiration anti a 
guarantee of security to the peo­ 
ples of ail the Russias. 
Now nobody suggests for a mo­ 
ment that if Hitler and his gov 
et min ut have moved, or do move, 
it s because of cowardice. 
The 
Germans are brave enough. 
Abandonment of the Cc i man 
capital 
would 
mean (I) that 
Berlin is in peril of destruction,^ 
and (J) that the Prussian militar­ 
ists are ex h ib itin g one of then- 
outstanding characteristics—a dis­ 
inclination to risk their necks un­ 
less its absolutely necessary, 
We have an illustration of this 
characteristic 
in 
the 
Prussian 
military policy that German offi­ 
cers shall not lead their men into 
battle, excepting in case of neces­ 
sity. 
That tough task is left to 
the 
non-commissioned 
officers. 
The reason given fir this is that 
officers are difficult to replace, 
and so should direct operations 
from behind the lines where they 
won’t get killed. 
There are, of course, variations 
to this. German officers will fight
